‘EDUCATION. — 


I inform the public that I intend tocommence the 
instruction of Youth on Munday, the ist of Decem- 
ber next, in the school house on 9th, between E and 
F streets, at present occupied by Dr. P. Smith. The 
same systein of government, instruction, and indus- 
try, will be introduced and maintained which char- 
acterized eastern and central Academies which I 
built, and conducted for 24 years in this city, aud 
where thousands of both sexes were instructed. 
The house will be in complete orter by day-light at 
all Seasons, the teachers at their posts ready to re- 
ceiye the scholars. I know, by long experience, the 
bad effects thateven afew holidays (correctly cail- 
ed idle days) have. I consider a vacation of six 
days a loss of eighten days to the scholars, for the 
following reasons: First, because, for some days 
before the expected vacation, the children are dis- 
tracted planning how they shall dress, feast, visit, 
&e.; secondly, when the idle days are over, they re- 
turn to schoul-with reluctauce, have a great aver- 
sion to study, some are sick for weeks after.

I never did, I never will, permit the youth com- 
mitteidito my care to destroy their time in idleness 
and viee, and receive inoney from their parents 
without trying to give luil value for it. Very few 
idle days will beallowed.. The teacher who toler- 
ates his schulars to wander at large tor days aad 
\ sekstogéter, when they onglit to be at school im- 
proving their time jn useful information and habits 
of industry, receives large sums of money for which 
he gives no value, sports with the bodies and souls 
of those unfortunate children committed to his 
charge; he deprives society of its most valuable 
rights, and justly merits the exceration of the pre- 
sent and future generations—his crimes are ten-fold 
mofe: henious than those of thousands who spend 
their lives in. penitentiaries. 

Mr. Smith continues in the establishment; a gen- 
tleman who knows his duty and performs it ably; he 
is well known to the public.

_. About the same time the exchanges stop- 

ped, Maj. Sam’. Gwinn, of Clinton, Mi, 

who went from this city, and formerly a 
‘clerk in the General Post Office, who had 

always taken our paper, paid off his bill 

and desired his paper to be stopped!! Maj. 

Gwinn had been an old and highly esteem- 

ed friend of ours—of course we suspected 

all was not right; but having no communi- 
cation other (ban an order occasionally to 
stop or forward a newspaper by a Post 

Master, we liad no knowledge of any 
thing going onin that State. We recollect 
seeing a controversy in the Globe, about a 
Mr. Waxxesr connected with the land spec- 
ulations, but paid no attention to it—our 
time being occupied in watching the motions 
of Joz and the Jfissionaries.
